Lewis Turns Down GM Offer for Employe Vote; Strike May Bounce 
Back to Washington; Output for Week Unchanged at 67,280 Units; 
1936 Truck Registrations Set Record; Cars Second to 1929 Peak 


Peace negotiations in the General Mo- 
tors strike remained stymied early 
Tuesday, with Labor Leader John L. 
Lewis refusing to retreat on his de- 
mand for the CIO’s recognition as sole 
bargaining agent for all employes in struck GM plants 
and rejecting a GM proposal calling for a plebiscite, 
conducted by the state, among workers, to determine 
whether the union had a majority in the plants. In a 
statement issued late Monday GM reiterated its stand 
in the controversy—“is the power of the union to prevail 
based as it is on violence, disregard of law and order 
and contempt of the courts; or are the legitimate rights 
of over 125,000 workers to be considered, thus reasserting 
the forces of law, order, justice, reason and civilization?” 
—and divulged the corporation’s offer to permit the state 
of Michigan to conduct a vote among workers in GM 
plants. Meanwhile, although a recess in the long series 
of peace parleys was expected after Monday night’s con- 
ference, both sides in the dispute were to go into another 
huddle Tuesday evening with Gov. Murphy and James 
F. Dewey, federal department of labor conciliator, who 
have been in charge of the conferences for the past two 
weeks in Detroit. The American Federation of Labor, 
from which Lewis and his CIO cohorts were ousted last 
fall, meantime loomed up as a potent factor in the situa- 
tion. Pres. William Green, whose requests to Gov. 
Murphy that the AFL be represented in the negotiations, 
thus far have been turned down, girded for a last-ditch 
fight against what he believes to be dictatorial preten- 
tions of Lewis and the CIO. Indications were that he 
would take all possible steps to safeguard the interests 
of AFL members in the automobile industry, and would 
fight any agreement recognizing the CIO as sole bargain- 
ing agent in GM plants. Gov. Murphy issued a state- 
ment at the close of the meeting, to the effect that he 
still believed the conferees were closer together than they 
had been at any time in the past and that the meeting 
would be continued Tuesday night. Observers felt, how- 
ever, that no progress had been made and that the situa- 
tion was substantially the same as it was when the strike 
was called.

the President professed to be optimistic because the 
negotiations have not yet ended.

Production of cars and trucks during 
the week ending Feb. 13 is estimated 
by ADN at 67,280 units, virtually un- 
changed from last week’s_ revised 
total of 67,232 units. With General 
Motors divisions closed, as far as assembly operations are 
concerned, except for commercial cars, practically 40 
per cent of the industry’s potential production is lost. 
Other producers are showing a tendency to lift their 
schedules, but from all appearances quite a few of them 
are unable to do so because of mechanical limitations. 
Chrysler divisions are running at top speed but some time 
ago reached capacity and have apparently been unable 
to raise their output rates. Slight increases are indicated 
by some of the independents, while in two instances out- 
put has been slowed up because of shipping delays 
or a shortage of parts resulting from the flood. Ford still 
help top place among the week’s producers with an 
estimated 27,000 units. Ford operations have been cur- 
tailed to some degree by the flood and it is expected the 
rate will be lifted as soon as possible. Plymouth is 
expected to turn out about 10,500 jobs during the week. 
The Evansville Chrysler plant is still out of operation 
because of the flood and this cuts into Plymouth. Dodge 
is holding to 7,000 units during the week. Estimated 
production for the week by other companies follows: 
Hudson and Terraplane, 2,500; Packard, 2,800; Stude- 
baker, 2,585; Nash, 2,400; De Soto, 2,200; Chrysler, 2,000° 
Willys, 1,800; Graham, 450, and Cord, 45. Miscellaneous 
companies, including truck makers, will turn out an

Factory sales of Automobile Manufactur- 
ers Assn. members amounted to 269,839 
units in January, the association an- 
nounces, On the basis of this report, last 
month’s operations resulted in the second 
highest January factory shipments, exceeded only by the 
record of January, 1936, when factory shipments amount- 
ed to 276,451 units. Last month’s factory shipments were 
67 per cent above the five-year January average, although 
they were 33 per cent under the total for December, 1936. 
The association’s report, which covers the operations of 
all motor car producers in the United States except Ford, 
is summarized as follows: January, 1937—269,839 units; 
December, 1936—400,159 units; January, 1936—276,451 
units.
